“But whosoever drinketh of the 
water that I shall give him shall never 
thirst; but the water that I shall give 
him shall be in him a well of water 
SPRINGING UP into everlasting 
life,” John 4:14. “MY CUP RUNNETH 
OVER,” Psa. 23:5. 

I have tried at different times to 
preach from the above scriptures, but 
I have never made an attempt to 
write from them, however, I am sure 
that there is a truth here vital to life 
if I can only find words and figures 
to express it. 

I read once of a boy who found em- 
ployment as a floor sweeper in a cer- 
tain manufacturing establishment, 
During moments that his work of 
sweeping did not keep him busy he 
made himself handy at other needy 
and odd jobs. He did it to make some 
one’s work lighter or to speed up pro- 
duction. He made him a crude desk 
and painted a motto on a cardboard 
placing it on his desk. It read, “He 
that does only what he set out to do 
did not set out to do enough.” No one 
would expect a boy like that to draw 
a floor sweeper’s wage long. The writ- 
er gives us to understand that it was 
the extra service that soon promoted 
him to a higher position with the 
company. And as I think of the boy’s 
motto and place it along side of Psa. 
23:5 I get an interpretation there. It 
is the “run over” of life that elaims 
the attention of the world. The life 
that is so filled with God until there 
is a “springing up” interest me more 
than any other. Where life begins to 
spring up above self and starts a 
“run over” to the blessing of others 
is where demands come in and inter- 
est is created. The mighty force of in- 
fluence has its birth and starts on its 
march to success where the “run over” 
of life begins. Show me a servant who 
has no RUN OVER and I will show 
you one of very little influence. I will 
show you one whose connection with 
the institution or community is con- 
sidered of very little importance. So 
if you who have lost your influence 
with your neighbor, or, minister, if 
you have lost your grip on your peo- 
ple or your congregation, examine 
yourselves, see how long it has been 
since you had a “springing up,” an 
old fashion “run over.”

I would like for you to read the ac- 
count of God’s dealings with men 
when He, in divine patience, was en- 
deavoring to lead them from Egypt’s 
bondage to Canaan’s land. He sent 
manna each night and the Israelites 
were to gather only what they would 
need for themselves (just an omer). 
That is what we would call the 
“enough of life.” Just an omer does 
nothing for any one else. But they had 
this much while they were in the wild- 
erness. I can’t imagine anyone be- 
coming enthused when he saw anoth- 
er coming with just an omer of man- 
na. Read on and learn with what 
abundance they were to be supplied 
in Canaan (a land flowing with milk 
and honey). The “enough of life” was 
good and we would not write further 
if there had not been something bet- 
ter. And if the Christian life affords 
only enough for us to escape the mis- 
eries of sin on, it would be good, but 
God has made it plain that the life 
given by and through His Son is not 
only the “enough of life” but the 
ABUNDANT life. God seems to feel 
that He owes it to Himself to mani- 
fest this overflowing, springing up 
life, for it is when He fills us so full 
of Himself until there is a manifesta- 
tion of grace, love, mercy, and service 
flowing out of us that He has proven 
that where sin and sorrow did abound 
grace and happiness do much more 
abound. Not only can He fill your 
small cup, but He will overflow it. 

One of the things that causes me to 
delight in Christianity so much is that 
I cannot hold it all, and it is when I 
have that springing up and running 
over experience that I never tire in 
service to others. The dry creek raises 
no fish, the waterless well has no 
friends, and where there is no “run 
over” your life is of no value to the 
Church or the world. Many of you who 
pay what you call your honest debts, 
think that you have tasted life at its 
sweetest, but no man experiences the 
sweetest joy of living until he experi- 
ences it God’s way. YOu pay your 
debts, you may have never stollen a 
dollar from any one, you are not wick- 
ed as far as conduct goes, but you are 
stunted, you are careful not to be one 
drop too large, there is no “run over” 
to your life.

The many friends of Brother and 
Sister R. P. Johnson and family will 
be sorry to learn of their bad wreck 
and the serious condition of Sister 
Johnson. On the 19th of December, in 
the evening, as they were driving near 
Cordele, Ga. a car with bright lights 
passed Brother Johnson. As the car 
passed him he saw a wagon just in 
front of him. In order to avoid hitting 
the wagon he made a turn to the left, 
driving at a speed of about forty-five 
miles per hour. He went off the con- 
crete on the left side and as he turn- 
ed back to the right the wheels slid 
on the concrete turning the car over. 
The car rolled down the concrete 
about sixty feet throwing the occu- 
pants in different directions. Some of 
the children were thrown clear off in- 
to the weeds. Sister Johnson was 
thrown out of the car and her hip 
broken in four places. After wiring 
this office Brother Boehmer, Brother 
and Sister Waldron, and Sister Watts 
went to Cordele and rendered all the 
aid possible. On the 22nd of December 
Sister Johnson was moved to Thomas- 
ville where her hip was set and put 
in a plaster of Paris case. A’ letter 
from Brother Johnson in this mail 
states that she is doing fine. She will 
have to stay in the hospital possibly 
another week and will then be remov- 
ed to the home of her father. No bones 
were broken in the rest of the family 
and they are rapidly reeovering from 
their bruises. The car was badly torn 
up. Brother Johnson requests that ail 
earnestly pray for the speedy recovery 
of Sister Johnson.

Does not every serious thought of 
death inspire us to lift the wretched 
from the mire of their wretchedness? 
Let us be prayerful lest living too far 
from the love and Spirit of God we 
live too selfishly and miss His minis- 
try of transfiguration. 

The spirit of man ever suffers the 
attack of the enemy therefore we must 
be under the persuasion of better 
things that accompany salvation. The 
consistency of man’s nature as of all 
nature cries out for renovation. The 
gospel scheme of salvation is the only 
full and final answer to man’s needs. 
The love and power of God can press 
away the evil conscience and the di- 
vine Son with all his light and power 
shines in. Sin with its cruel fangs 24- 
vances upon the struggling victim but 
the manifestations of the Son of God 
drives this cruel monster away. No 
man can demolish sin with the mere 
gesture of contempt. Sin is real and 
deadly. He who is imprisoned in his 
tomb is in captivity to corruption. 
Who will proclaim our release? There 
is no deliverance apart from Christ, 
of God, and the blood of the cross. 
The promise in the New Testament, 
the gift of God’s Son, is made plain. 
He has been made known by many 
infallible proofs to be Lord of all, our 
Savior from sin. He gave Himself in 
token sufficient to heal the world’s 
hurt and its unhappy disorder, and 
that newness and soundness to holy 
obedient members of the human fam- 
ily. Such joyous conditions are pos- 
sibly this side the great divide. It is 
joyous to think that death will have 
no more dominion over us. Shadows 
may gather about yOu but if you are 
hid with Christ in God you are remote 
from eternal destruction, yes, as far 
as the east is from the west. 

This demon of sin and death is real. 
Let this be a thought for the New 
Year’s resolution. Never mind the dis- 
comforts of the past, never mind the 
inconsistency in the lives of some who 
claim His promise but are void of His 
power. This is not the failure of Christ 
but the failure of those who are too 
insincere to appreciate Him. We 
dream of individual righteousness, a 
dream that is the gleanings from the 
light that shines from the other shore. 
There may be some who interpret this 
dream in self righteousness, fancy 
themselves as being superior and boast 
of their own ability, but I tell you 
God in man is all that is worth any- 
thing and let this be our New Year’s 
resolution, that we will devote our- 
selves to the service of God and there- 
by be a blessing to humanity for it is 
thru the service rendered to our fel- 
low man that we can serve God. At 
this beginning time, the time of the 
New Year’s birth, may we all be per-

enough to reap more than you need- 
ed, you would try to build larger 
barns. You are the type of person that 
Jesus told about who worried because 
he had no barns large enough to hold 
his increase. He had worry, he knew 
not the real joy of life, he wanted no 
overflow unless he could catch it in 
his own stingy measures. How oft do 
we hear some say, Lord, increase my 
capacity, I want to hold more, ete., 
when they ought to be asking God to 
send heaven’s plumber and unstop 
avenues of service, of giving, of sacri- 
fice until those around could see that 
you were connected with the Spirit’s 
pumping station. You should be 
ashamed to claim connection with a 
great God and never allow the evi- 
dence of His greatness to come out. 


BARE NECESSITY NOT 
GOD’S PLAN 


I pray God that He may open our 
eyes to the fact that LOVE, MERCY, 
TRUST, FRIENDSHIP, KINDNESS, 
MEEKNESS, SACRIFICE, AND SER- 
VICE are things that we cannot put 
rigid bounds around. These are after 
all the “run over” of God’s life. They 
are the rich things of life. Just sup- 
pose that there had been no “run 
over” to His life! What kind of world 
would we have to live in if He should 
withhold the overflow of His GRACE, 
MERCY, AND FORGIVENESS? Sup- 
pose that he would confine His gifts 
to bare necessities. Necessity has a 
stingy sound when placed along side 
of Psa. 23:5. It is here that He allows 
us to see that we may find and enjoy 
His ways, for He has expressed Him- 
self to us in this overflow at every 
turn of life. I am sure that when He 
thought of giving this world His Son 
He was overflowing with love, not 
just to His chosen people, but even to 
His enemies. It was an overflow that 
handed the world His own Son, the 
best He had. It was an overflow when 
Jesus walked between man and death. 
ALL HE HAD HE GAVE US WHEN 
HE DIED TO SAVE US FROM THE 
FALL. 


I am glad and my heart rejoices be- 
cause God did not, neither did Jesus, 
carry out the work of redemption on 
the cheapest scale or contract avail- 
able. This plan of salvation is full of 
God’s bounties, and running over with 
Christ’s graces. I am glad, O how I de- 
light in this great “run over” of God! 
It fills me full, hallelujah! I am full 
right now. Matters not in what direc- 
tion I take up the hunt for God, I find 
this same fact, He scatters with a full 
hand and His whole life toward man 
is on the measure of the overflow. 
Therefore, when I seek for words that 
will express what He is to me and 
what is taking place in my heart, I 
find no words that will better express 
it than, A well of living water 
SPRINGING UP, and MY CUP RUN- 
NETH OVER. 


It is very common nowadays to hear 
cold formal professors saying that all 
this ado about running over cups is 
uncalled for, and that people should 
be satisfied with a quiet experience. 
I might say that men possibly could 
be satisfied with a quiet, shallow ex- 
perience, but remember that God is to 
be satisfied, and He will not be satis- 
fied only when there is an expression 
of His fullness flowing from our lives. 
Some would dare to rise to a point of 
order and say that we are extravagant 
in our singing and testimonies, that 
our prayers are too long and loud, 
that the Church of God asks too much 
when it asks eacn and every member 
to bring in all of their tithes, and give 
offerings, that their going night and 
day, Sunday and Monday is uncalled 
for. They say, Be reasonable, be con- 
servative. Yes, I find another such 
person as he rises and offers an ob- 
jection to a devouted soul pouring the 
costly ointment on Jesus feet. He dar- 
ed to interfere with one of the finest 
expressions of love and devotion and 
disturb one of the most sacred senses 
ever witnessed by men or angels, and 
there offered a suggestion to our Lord 
that He should stop this RUN OVER. 
He knew the commercial value of 
spikenard and fine ointment, but the 
value of love and devotion cannot be 
estimated by a mind that is out of 
balance with God, nor can it be reck- 
oned in dollars and cents, God’s over- 
flow has never found the heart that 
could hold all that goes with love and 
devotion. The “springing up” and the 
“run over” is God’s way of getting a 
true expression from us. He is bound 
to give His people more than they can 
hold. Jesus said that rivers of water 
should flow from them. Herein is 
where the Christian, the Church, be- 
comes of service to man. 

The “run over,” we know and the 
world knows, is God’s order. This fact 
the world holds keenly against us. We 
as Pentecostal, yes, as Church of God 
people, have made bold to claim a 
large truth, we have and are yet mak- 
ing the greatest profession ever made 
by mortals, and we cannot afford to be 
skinny souls. Our experience is 
at once doubted and our testimony 
scoffed at by those who hear us, if we 
go about with no prayer, no praise, no 
song, no joy, no shout, no service. We

In 
fact, we wax bold enough to quote 
Paul where he said, “But my God

Who 
expects a follower of Jesus Christ to 
carry any other than a running over 
eup? He has the right to require, God 
has a right to demand, the church has 
a right to expect, and the world has a 
right to look for an overflow of praise 
to God and a happy flow of service to 
man. It is our privilege and we cannot 
be happy Christmas without it, so as 
I come to a close with my message, I 
ask you to join me in a covenant that 
this new year will see the evidences 
of Psa. 23:5 and St. John 4:14 mani- 
fested in a greater way than ever be- 
fore. Good-bye, old dry bone testi- 
monies; farewell dusty and musty ser- 
mons. Come, dear Holy Ghost, and 
give us an abundance of the latter 
rain. Good morning, 1932, I ask one 
favor of you and that is that every one 
of your 366 days, whether sunshine or 
rain, may bring me an overflow of God 
and leave me with MY CUP RUNNING 
OVER. Amen.
